His 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. J. H. Clark, 
live at Conley, Ga. 

He enlisted in the U. S. marines in 
‘the early part of the war, and in 
October, 1917, sailed for “overseas” 
with the 116th dienes ate U. S. ma- 
rines. 

For some time he was heard from 
regularly, but during the’ days of 
the hottest fighting, mails being 
misplaced, his letters never found 


their way to relatives again until

The movement for cheaper milk in 
Atlanta was carried a step further 
by the Atlanta Federation of Trades 
at their meeting on Wednesday eve- 
ning, when that body passed reso* 
lutions not only indorsing the fight 
being made for a reduction in milk 
prices, but asking that an ordinance 
be passed by council providing for. 
a graduate tax upon retailers on 
all gross profits over 50 per cent 
over the préducers’ price. 
~ The resolutions which were sign- 
éd by A. F. Joyner, William S. Wier, 
J. H. Richardson, James A. Miller, 
H, O. Teat and William Strauss, are 
based, it is said, on the recent tn- 
vestigations made by the City Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs, which 
show that the price of milk is high* 
er in Atlanta than in other cities 
despite the fact that feed prices are 
no higher then in other sections and 


The ‘committee of six were ‘rep- 


tions and appointed some time ago 
to look into.thé. charges which have 
been ‘made agéinst Ioéal milk deal- 
ers by the women who have started 
the agitation of the milk question. 
Resolutions Are Passed. 
_ The resolutions which were unani- 
mously adopted are as follows: 


‘Whereas, it has been shown by figures 
compiled by the City Federation of Women's 
Clubs - from reliable sources that milk is be- 
ing sold in Atlanta at higher rates than. pre- 
vail in other Georgia cities and much higher 
than prevail in the north and west, despite 


here and labor receives less pay with longer 
hours than enjoyed by the dairy workers 
in other states; and 

‘Whereas, it is easily apparent that the 
most essential item in the welfare of 
babies and: children is a plentiful supply of 
milk, which many of the working people 
are unable to secure because of the pre- 
vailing extortionate prices. Be it therefore 

“Resolved by the Atlanta Federation of 
Trades in regular session assembled, That 
we indorse the fight being made by the 
City Federation of Women’s Clubs, the At- 
Ianta Woman’s club and Mayor James L. 
Key to bring about a. reduction .in- milk 
prices and guarantee purity of production; 
and be it further 

‘Resolved, That we favor the plan of 
Mayor Key to appoint a representative body 
of citizens in a permanent board of milk 
control to exercise supervision over produc- 
tion and distribution’ of mil} and the issu- 
ing or refusal to issue permits for its sale 
or prohibition; and be it further 

‘Resolved, That we urge on the miayor 
and city council the adoption of an ordinance 
providing for a graduate gross profit tax, 
beginning at 10 per cert and scaling up to 
100 per cent tax on all gross profits over 


milk sales by retailers.’’ 
Other Cities Ask ‘Redaction. 

While Atlanta is struggling to 
bring the price of milk down from 
its 30 to 35 cents a quart for the 
best milk, and 20 and 25 cents for 
ordinary milk,-a milk hearing with 
a view to exposing profiteering is 
being conducted in Utica, N. Y., 
where pasteurized milk sells for 16 
cents a quart, and the best grade of 
certified milk for only 20 cents a 
quart. 

Many explanations haye been made 
for the price consumers have to pay 
for -»milk in Atlanta, but so far no 
direct and satisfactory reply has 
been made to the question: Why is 
milk selling from 4 to 11 cents high- 
er in Atlanta than anywhere else?

MINS SCORES, 
QWEN SUPPORTS 
LEAGUE CHARTER 


Debate on the Proposed 
Constitution for the So- 
ciety of Nations Is Re- 
sumed in the Senate. 


AMENDMENT NEEDED 
BOTH SENATORS AGREE 


Owen Says General Scope 
Is Wise and Sound, But 
Cummins Says There Is 
More Bad Than Good in 
Proposed Charter. 


Washington, February 26.—Dis- 
cussion of the league of ‘nations plan 
was renewed in the senate during 
the day with addresses by Senators 
Cummins, of Iowa, republican, and 
Owen, of Oklahoma, democrat. The 
former approved the principle of a 
world league, but attacked many of 
the provisions of the proposed con- 
stitution, while Senator Owen held 
that in its fundamental principles 
the plan was sound and asked the 
senate not to judge too hastily. 

Debate is expected ,to continue 
daily during the remainder of the 
week. Senator Hitchcock, of Ne- 
braska, chairman of the foreign re- 
lations committee, expects to deliver 
a short reply. late tomorrow to crit- 
ics: of the league, while Senator 
Lodge, the republican leader, in- 
tends to speak Friday. On Satur- 
day Senator Knox, of Pennsylvania, 
republican, and. Senator Hardwick, 
of Georgia, democrat, expect’ to 
speak, Senator Ledge completed the 
draft of his: address. weday and gave 
eopies. of it “to newspaper “repre- 
sentatives. ©. setup 

Suggestions of Améndment. 

In their addresses taday in the 
senate, Senators Cummins and Ow- 
en made the first suggestion for 
amendment of the tentative consti- 
tution. They spoke to overflowing 
galleries which refrained from ap- 
plause because each spectator had 
been handed cards of warning 
against demonstrations. : 

Senator Cummins declared that he 
was unalterably opposed to the con- 
stitution adopted at Paris because 
he believed it would destroy Ameri- 
can sovereignty, was unconstitu- 
tional in certain features and pro- 
posed a world nation with “poly- 
giot and. incoherent” powers. 

While approving some of the pro- 
visions, Senator Cummins said there 
was more that is bad than is good 
in the constitution and he presented 
a@ plan for a peace tribunal with 
moral force as its principal means 
of enforcement. 

Senator Owen also suggested spe- 
cific amendments, although approv- 
ing the general principles contain- 
ed in the proposed draft, saying it 
was not to be expected that the 
first draft could be perfect. He 
urged that the constitution be 
amended so as to insure denial of 
‘power to the tribunal to interfere 
with or settle domestic affairs of 
any nation. 

Regarding the general scope 
the league, Senator Owen said 
was “wise and.sound and just 
its fundamental principles.” 

‘It represents the aspirations of 
the peoples of.the world,” he added, 
“to safeguard the peace of man- 
kind.”

Proposals by Cummins. 

In presenting definite proposals 
for a league which he declared could 
be formed without any surrender of 
American sovereignty, Senator Cum- 
mins said: 

“First, we ought to agree, and all 
other nations ought to agree that 
justifiable disputes—those issues 
which can be détermined by the ap- 


plication of recognized law to estab- 
lish facts— should be settled either 
by arbitration or adjudication; and 
we ought to agree, and all other na- 
tions ought to agree without equivo- 
cation or reserve, that we will abide 
by and perform the. award or judg- 
ment. 

“Second, we ought to agree, and 
all other nations ought to agree, 
that with respect to other interna- 
tional disputes war shall not be made 
until some permanent, regular, in- 
ternational body shall have 
a fair opportunity to discuss and 
examine it 

“Third, if any nation should re- 
to judgment, or refuse to perform 
the judgment when renderéd, or ne 
fuse to dclay war *. I a 
willing to agree that ostracism shall 
be the penalty inflicted. 

“Fourth, the compact should con- 
tain a program of disarmament,

CONGRESS SPEEDS,

Administration Leaders

SEVERAL SHARP TILTS

Washington, February 26.—Al-| 
though marked progress in dispos- 
ing of legislation was made today 
by congress after announcement that 
President Wilson would not call an 
extra session until after his return 
from Europe. administration lead- 
ers tonight still were extremely 
doubtful that all the necessary ap, 
propriation bills could be enacted 
before adjournment next Tuesday. 

There was considerable tension 
over the legislative situation at the 
capitol after it became known that | 
the president was insistent that all 
necessary legislation be disposed of 
at this session. On the senate floor 
and in private conversations demo- 
erats and republicans ehar ged each 
other with responsibility for delay 
in actign on important measures, 

President Wilson had planned to 
go to the capitol this afternoon to 
confer with democratic leadérg in 
an effort to accelerate the work of 
congress, but a prolonged meeting 
of his “war cabinet’” préventéd. He 
probably will carry ‘out this’ pro- | 
gram tomorrow before marching at | 
the head of the parade in honor | 
of Digtrict of Columbia troops. 

Greater Speed Urged. 

Democratic Leader Martin, today 
urged greater speed, upon commit- 
tee chairmen. . He asked democrat- 
ic senators to defer. prolonged 
speeches and requested Senator 
Owen, of Oklahoma, and Senator 
Hitehcock, of Nebraska, to’ aban- | 
don proposed speeches on the con- 
stitution of the league of nations. 
Senator Owen spoke late in the 
day. 

In the speeding up today, the 
senate naval committee reported 
out the $721,000,000 naval appropria- 
tion bill, with its authorization for 
a new three-year building program, 
but because of opposition to some 
features of -the measure leaders 
doubt that it can be enacted at this 
session. They also doubt that the 
pending .army appropriation - bill 
carrying $1,215,000,000 and the $850,- 
000,000 sundry civil appropriation 
measure can be passed. 

Measures finally completed today 
were the $98,000,000 legislative, ex- 
ecutive and judicial. bill and the 
$32,000,000 rivers and harbors” bill. 

In the senate the $9,000,000 dip- 
lomatic and consular measure and 
the $14,000,000 fortification bill 
were passed and sent to conference, 
while the .house approved the Vic- 
tory Liberty loan measure and sent 


it to the senate. It it expected that 
the loan bill will be voted on to- 
morrow by the senate finance com- 
mittee and probably reported to 
the senate. | 


Republicans Demand Querunm.,

Washington, February 26.—Presle 
dent Wilson tonight gave members 
of the senate and house foreign ré- 
lations committees a detailed exe 
planation of the proposed constittte 
tion of the league of nations. 

Dining at the white house in rée 
sponse to an invitation sent by wiree 
less from the steamer George 
WaShington, the members heard the 
“good and sufficient reasons” which 
the president declared at that time 
existed for every article in the con- 
stitution, and which he asked to be 
permitted to explain before general 
debate on it began in congress. 

President Wilson said that unless 
the United States entered the league 
of nations the league would fall, 
and chaos and turmoil beyond de- 
scription would result ‘in Europe, 
Views of the republican mem« 
bers opposing the.league constitu- 
tion as reported to the peace con- 
ference apparently were not chang. 
ed by the conference. This opinion 
was expressed by both democratis 
and republican senators. 

Accounts of both democratic and 
republican members of the commit- 
tees who discussed the conference 
varied only in very minor details.

Wilson Olosely Questioned, 

Discussion of the constitution as 
presented to the peace conference 
was said to have been quite general, 
and the president was questioned 
closely, especially by Senator 
Brandegee of Connecticut.

sion of American sovereignty was 
not a new precedent, being an in- 
cident of every treaty. 
Mandatories Net Compulsory. 
The president was said to have. 
-held that the mandatories in the 


{ constitution were not “compulsory, 


/but required the consent of the na- 
tions to which the mandatory was 
assigned. Senators said he express- 
ed the opinion that the United 
States would desire to become a 
mandatory for Armenia. 

Chairman Hitchcock, of the sen- 
ate committee, said the president 
held that decisions of the league’s 
executive council on “disarmament 
would not be binding until specifi- 
cally approved by each signatory 
nation and that consequently the 
American congress would have the 
opportunity to pass on the apportion- 
ment of armament for every na- 
tion concerned. The president said 
this section had been misconstrued. 

Concerning the clause giving the 
right to the league to consider acts 


Wilson said that the clause was 
indefinite and would be made more 
clear by writing in a safeguard 
which would require that. every 
recommendation by the coyncil 
should be unanimous. 

It also was said that the presi- 
dent informed the senators and rep- 
resentatives that the disarmament 
provision would not interfere with 
the military training of men, but 
that it was evident that a trained 
body of men would not be a danger 
to world peace if their armament 
supplies were kept in check. 

*Mr. Wilson said the provision for 
enforcing the determination of the 
council in case it was disobeyed 
by any nation would apply in only 
one case and that where the party 
against whom a decision was ren- 
dered had property including terri- 
tory in its possession which it 
would not surrender. 

Some Sovereignty Must Go. 

In conceding that some. sover- 
eignty must be surrendered by mem- 
bership in the league the president 
declared it was inconceivable that 
there could be any concert of action 
by nations to eliminate war and 
protect the weak unless each nation 
was willing to give up something. 

Denying statements that the 
league meant usurpation of the pow- 
er of congress to declare war the 
president said the league merely was 
a promise by the _ treaty-making 
power that its congress would do 
all in its power to carry out.the 
agreement, a situation which -pre- 
vailed in many present treaties. 

The president was said to have 
stated that it was necessary that 
the United States stand to the sup- 
port of the Czecho-Slovaks, the 
Jugo-Slavs, Poland and other weak 
and struggling peoples made free 
as the result of the great war. 

The strength of the league would 
rest on the friendship of America, 
Great Britain, France, Italy and Ja- 
pan, the president said, and he ex- 
pressed the opinion that serious 
trouble between these five nations 
was ‘“inthinkable.” Should one of 
these withdraw from the league or 
in any way fail to support it, im- 
potence of the league might result. 

Hitchcock Makes Statement. 

“The president felt that if the 
league is not ratified,” said Chair- 
man Hitchcock, “there will be de- 
spair throughout the world because 
of failure in the effort to secure 
permanent peace.” Serious complica- 
tions, the president felt, might re- 
sult at an early date from failure 
of the league. The league is al- 
ready in use, the presidént stated, 
through the reference of the ques- 
tions on various subjects which have

Described the Methods.

He 
said the -people there had suffered 
so tremendously from the war that 
they were determined the old sys- 
tem must cease and some concert of 
nations formed to end war. 

According to one of the demo- 
crats, Senator Brandegee said to 
the president: 

“Mr. President, this league of na- 
tions will not prevent war.’ 

“Tt will not,” said the president. 
“Nothing will prevent war, but it 
will bring about a discussion before 
the beginning of a war. If there 
had been one week's discussion be- 
fore the beginning of the European 
war it would not have occurred.” 

One speaker pressed inquiries re- 
lating to the Irish question, and 
the president was said to have an- 
swered that Ireland would have no 
vote in the league “at present,” and 
verges the Irish question was one for 
ater solution between Ireland and 
England. 

During the-discussion, the presi- 
dent also indirectly repeated his 
declaration, made in his’ Boston 
speech, that the organization of the 
league would tend to stop the spread 
of Bolshevism. 


Statement by Flood. 


After the conference, Chairman 
Flood, of the house committee, made 
this statement: 

“fam heartily in favor ofa league 
of nations, and since talking with 
the president I am heartily in favor 
of the constitution presented. I 
see nothing. in it that affects the 
sovereignty of this country, or the 
right to control its internal affairs 
or weaken the Monroe Doctrine. I 
believe that the people are over- 
whelmingly in favor of a league of 
nations in this country and abroad. 
It is the only hope of an enduring 
peace. 99 

The senators and representatives 
were received by the president and 
Mrs. Wilson in the east room, pro- 
ceeding informally to the state din- 
ing room, Senator Lodge escorting 
Mrs. Wilson. There they were seat- 
ed at a table decorated with pink 
roses and maidenhair fern, the pres- 
ident in thé center of one side, with 
Chairman Hitchcock, of the senate 
committee on his right, and Chair- 
man FIood, of the house committee, 
on his left. Across the table was 
Mrs. Wilson, with the two ranki “ 
minority members, Senator Lo 
and Representative Cooper, on nar 
right and left,, respectively. 

After dinner the gentlemen re- 
turned to the east room, .lighted 
their cigars and conversed infor- 
mally for ten minutes, after which

The shipping boarg, desires to 
serve the interests of the majdMty of the 
responsible thinkers #nd business men of the 
country, and, in order that all interested 
may be fully advised, IL. would ask that you 
give this statement te your press with such 
comment as you may deem advisable, in 
order to bring home to your people the im- 
portance of the co-operation asked of them. 
The nation-wide system of the Council of 
National Defense is aiding in this matter. 


FEARFUL ATROCITES. 
IND TO BOLSHEVIK 


Copenhagen, February 26.—The 
official report of the Esthonian au- 
thorities on the atrocities commit- 
ted by the Boishevik? in Esthonia, 
especially at Wisenberg and Dorpat, 
unfolds a terrible tale. 

The graves of persons murdered 
at Wesenberg were opened February 
17 in the presence of the town gov- 
ernor and were found to contain 82 
hodies. The skulls had been bat- 
tered in and the bodies bayonetted. 
An eye-witness said the people were 
then thrown into ‘the graves and the 
wounded killed with rifle butts. In 
the vicinity of the graves were bits 
of torn clothes, fragments of skulls 
and hair, while the grass was cov- 
ered with congealed blood. 

At Dorpat the people killed were 
dropped into the river through holes 
cut in the ice. Bodies recovered 
later bore evidence of brutal treat- 
ment by the Bolsheviki. In one 
cellar a large number of bodies were 
found in a pile. These victims had 
been robbed of their clothes and 
valuables and killed with hatchets 
and boambDs. According to the re- 
port the fury of the Bolsheviki also 
aged against the peasantry, many 
of whom were murdered or mutil- 
ated. 

The report says that thirty women 
at Narva were drowned, the Bol- 
sheviki tying stones around their 
necks and throwing them into the 
river. 


IABOR LEGISLATION 
BY PEACE CONGRESS 


Paris, February’ 26.—The peace 
conference commission on interna- 
tional labor legislation, as a result 
of the speeding up, program it has 
been following, expects to complete 
the constitution for an international 
labor bureau by Friday. The con- 
clusions reached by the commission 
will then be ready for presentation 
to the next plenary session of the 
peace conference. 

Some knotty problems have been 


encountered by the commission and 


there have ben numerous conflicting 
views to harmonize, but those diffi- 
culties have been overcome and the 
British proposals as a whole have 
been accepted. There still remain 
some matters more or less extrane- 
ous to the constitution for settle- 
ment, such as the question of im- 
migration, but these will be taken 
up later. There is a general feel- 
ing of satisfaction apparent among 
the labor leaders at the progress 
made by the commission. 

At its meeting today the commis- 
sion concluded consideration of the 
British draft dealing with penaltics 
for failure to carry out obligations 
with regard to the labor conven- 
tions. It also consi@ered the posi- 


tion of self-governing dominions, 


nrotectorates and colonies regard- 
‘ng labor legislation and what con- 
ditions must be fulfilled to enable 
the proposed organization to be al- 
tered, Samuel Gompers. chairman 
of the commission, presided.

‘London Daily News Says 

. That the President Has 
‘Made Final Breach With 
the Policy of George 
Washington. 


London, February 26.—Comment 
on. President Wilson's Boston 
speech takes first place on the 
editorial pages of this morning's 
London newspapers. They unite in 
expressing the hope that the presi- 
dent’s appeal for support of the 
league of nations will meet with a 
favorable response in the United 
States. 

“We can be as confident as Presi- 
dent Wilson is,” says The Daily 
Mail, “that their generous impulse, 
disinterested aid and guidance will 
not, fail his people now, but rather 
gain strength and permanence, as 
the need for it was never greater. 
The alternative is that the United 
States should return to her tra- 
ditional isolation and regard the 
welter of Europe from afar. Such a 
decision is unthinkable. The United 
States is in the war; she must .be 
in the peace.” 

Final Breach With Washington. 

The Daily News says: 

“President Wilson knows that 
America has only begun its task 
and that the breach with Washing- 
ton’s policy is final. . . . Every 
pacific -interest in Europe will be 
with the president in his appeal to 
his people. We do not think that 
the appeal will be in vain, for the 
president has a grand gospel and 
knows how to preach it grandly.” 

The Daily Telegraph says: 

“The deliberatons of the peace 
conference constitute a signal to the 
world that it is at the cross roads 
in its destiny. The president is not 
wrong in assuming that Europe 
looks towards the people of the 
United States with new confidence. 

. . Of America’s sympathy with 
the essential ideals for which Presi- 
dent Wilson is laboring so devoted- 
ly, none need have any doubt, and 
we are confident she will continue 
to take her full share in the great 
task of regeneration which con- 
fronts the world.” 

The Daily Chronicle says of the 
president’s speech: 
mK e@ appeals for America for the 
first time to play her part in polic- 
ing the unsettled territories of the 
world and protecting the young na- 
tions. If he succeeds in carryjng 
his people with him in this new 
crusade he will have succeeded in 
rendering a second service to man- 
kind as great as that in bringing in 
the United States to finish the war.” 


PARIS EDITOR 


CORRECTS WILSON. 

Paris, February 26.—With the ex- 
ception of The Figaro and The Echo 
de Paris, there is little comment in 
the morning newspapers on Presi- 
dent Wilson’s speech in Boston. 

Alfred Capus, in The Figaro, after 
making what he calls a “little cor- 
rection” in the president’s state- 
ment that the soldiers in the fight- 
ing only understood the value to 
humanity of their efforts, “when 
these accents reached them from 
America.” He adds: 

“What President Wilson really 
added to the war’s morale was the 
vision of the future-seen through 
a society or league of nations.” 

The principal difficulty in the ap- 
plication of this view, in the opin- 
ion of M. Capus, is “the adaptation 
of national interests and traditions 
to this ideal of justice. 

“It is with this difficulty,” he 
continues, “that President Wilson 
is confronted in his own country, 
amidst the struggles of the political 
parties.” 


INILED SUFFRAGISTS 
REFUSE PRISON FARE 


.Boston, February 26.—Ten of the 
sixteen women suffragists-who were 
committed to jail yesterday on their 
refusal to pay fines of $5 each for 
“sauntering and loitering” in con- 
nection with the demonstration of 
the National Woman’s Party here 
Monday during the reception of 
President Wilson, refused again to- 
day to eat jail fare. The others 
who also had abstained from supper 
last night, accepted the breakfast 
given them this morning. All were 
quiet and orderly, ~ according to 
county jail officials. 

These officials planned to hold a 
conference today to consider a re- 
quest that the women be considered 
political prisoners, ,and as such be 
allowed to retain their own clothing 
during their week's imprisonment, 
instead of being forced to put on 
the jail garb. 

Three of the _ suffragists were 
forcibly ejected from the jail to- 
night after E. H.» Howe had paid 
their fines of $5 each. The state 
law. provides that prisoners must be 
released immediately after fines are 
paid. 

The women, members of the na- 
tional woman’s party, declared they 


would picket the jail tomorrow and |. 


would ascertain if an injunction 
could be .brought to restrain the 
sheriff from accepting payment of 
their fines without their consent. 
They said Mr. Howe was unknown 
to them. 

Fines also were paid late today 
for two other women, who left the 
jail without protest. Ten. suffra- 
gists remain in jail. All those re- 
leased today are residents of New 
England.

Cummins said article ten, a ptgen 
uarantees against aggression an 
or territorial and political - inde- 
pendence of states, is ‘“‘the most de- 
structive, unjust and reactionary 
proposal . . . ever submitted.” 


Too Absurd to Contemplate. 


The league’s provision for manda- 
tories was attacked by Mr. Cummins 
as “the grossest violation of our 
powers under the constitution.” 

“It is all too absurd to contem- 
plate,” -he said. “When the Ameri- 
can ee reflect upon such a pro- 
posal, they will reject it with all the 
emphasis of unanimity.”’ 

Article 15 of the charter, said 
Senator Cummins, would require 
submission of domestic questions to 
the league, which, he added, is in- 
credible. He cited, as an example, 
the American policy of Chinese and 
Japanese exclusion as a question 
which. would be left to the *ague 
council. 

Referring to recent statements on 
the “league by former President 
Taft, the senator said Mr. Taft had 
been “conspicuously. unfair and tn- 
candid.” Quoting President Wil- 
son’s plea in a Paris address for 
justice to peoples “who go to bed 
tired and wake up without the stim- 
ulation of lively hope,” Senator 
Cummins said in conclusion: 

“They -understand their wrongs 
and they are moving to correct 
them. They need no such league of 
nations to assert their rights. We 
ought now to be bending all our en- 
ergies upon the vital subject of re- 
construction, and this should be our 
immediate contribution to the wel- 
fare of humanity.”

Gen. Crowder Says 5,000 
Sentences Will Be Gone 
Over and, if Found Too 
Severe, Will Be Miti- 
gated. 


Washington, February 26.—Major 
General Crowder, judge advocate 
general of the army, appearing be- 
fore the senate military committee 
today at a resumption of hearings 
on the court-martial situation, said 
that all imprisonment sentences im- 
posed on men of the army during 
the war and found upon review to 
be too severe would be mitigated 
through the president’s power of 
remission. 

General Crowder sald that within 
sixty days the 5,000 sentences im- 
posed since the beginning of hostili- 
ties would be reviewed by a special 
board headed by Brigadier General 
Samuel T. Ansell, who was acting 
judge advocate general during the 
war, and whose testimony as to se- 
verity. of court-martial sentences 
led the committee to extend its in- 
vestigation. 

‘To Mitigate Sentences. 

Steps toward mitigating the sen- 
tences were begun, General Crow- 
der said, prior to the investigation 
by the senate committee. Practically - 
all of the men sentenced to dishon- 
orable discharge and imprisonment, 
he said, already have had the dis- 
hogorable discharge provision re- 
voked. He added that 1,200 men 
sentenced to long terms at Leaven- 
worth, Kans., had been honorably re- 
stored to duty in the last year. 

Provisions of the pending Cham- 
berlain bill authorizing review by 
the judge advocate general of court- 
martif&il sentences were opposed by 
General Crowder, who said it would 
give the judge advocate general ex- 
tremely broad powers and authority 
to administer the entire system of 
army discipline. He indicated that 
the commanding officer in the field 
was in a tter position to review 
the case. 

Lieutenant Colonel Alfred _E. 
Clark, of the judge advocate gen- 
eral’s office, who preceded General 
Crowder before tne committee, tes- 


tified that only a few of the 15,000 
or 20,000 court-martial verdicts 
handed down during the war were 
criticised as too severe. All classes 
of men were brought into the army 
through the draft, he said, and it 
was necessary to punish insubordi- 
nation severely. 

Order on Conscientious Objectors. 


Chairman Chamberlain read into 
the record of the hearing a confi- 
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He stated that he did. not know 
anything much about the American 
 Peebeative league, but that he un- 
derstood it to have been an organi 


zation of citizens who were banded 
together to assist the government 


a 

understood the government 
looked upon the league with consid- 
erable favor. eet 

The district attorney said that the 
remarks he had h attributed to 
Straub would not have been taken 
up by the government unless they 
were made later than May 16 last, 
when the espionage act was passed. 
He said that the officers of the 
protective league had no authority 
to arrest, and that though it was 
not a crime for officials to tell what 
transpired in their departments, it 
was'‘bad form for them to do so, 
where confidential proceedings were 
carried on. He also ‘said that had 
Straub made the remark attributed 
to him about hoping every ship 
would be blown from the ocean, 
after the Americans entered the 
war, it' would have been a proper 
subject for investigation by the 
league above referred to. 

A. 8. Williams, who werks’ for a 
local pharmacy, had preceded Mr. 
Alexander, and he positively swore 
to the remarks attributed to Fred 
A. Straub, declaring he had heard 
him say that this country had not 
remained neutral, in that it sup- 
plied the allies, and that he hoped 
every d—d ship would be blown 
from the ocean. Mr. Williams de- 
‘clared he told Straub that we had 
also supplied a German submarine 
with cargoes, and that if he 
(Straub) felt like he talked he 
ought to go over and fight with the 
Germans. He emphatically stated 
ah he regarded Straub as. dis- 
oval. « 

Williams also testified that Straub 
had referred to Captain Terrell as 
the next chief of the Atlanta fire 
department. 

Benson Not Drunk. 

J. W. Wade, a locemotive engi- 
neer, and Dr. C. J. Vaughan, police 
commissioner, both testified that 
Captain Benson was not drunk on 
the day of ‘the big fire, both hav- 
ing seen him several times, and 
both being of the opinion that he 
was exhausted and sick. Ed Bond, 
an undertaker, also testified that 
Captain Benson was not drunk on 
the dav of the big’ fire. 

Mr. Bond said he had had Fred A. 
Straub in his employ for a short 
time, but discharged him because 
he was unreliable. He said he knew 
Cody well, and praised him as a 
fire chief. 

F. H. Natel, of the Southeastern 
Underwriters’ association. said he 
knows Cody as chief of the fire de- 
partment and knows nothing against 
his efficiency. 

Cecil Meyers, secretary of the At- 
lanta Insurance exchange, said that 
Cody was a fine chief, and that the 
insurance companies were satisfied 
with his work. He said that although 
insurance rates had been raised in 
Atlanta within the past few months, 
it had not been confined to this 
city, as the rates had also been ad- 
vanced in all cities in the United 
States at the same time. “It was 
not upon Cody’s account,” he de- 
clared, “that the rates were raised.”

States as soldiers. 

“It is desired that after the pro- 
cedure above indicated shall have 
been followed for a sufficient 
length of time to afford opportunity 
to judge the results derived from it, 
a report of the action taken and the 
results obtained under these in- 
structions is to be submitted to the 
war ‘department by each division 
commander.

Defends His Record.

Mitchell Palmer, the alien property 
custodian, said in a formal state- 


ment issued tonight that the resolu- 
tidn of Senator Calder, of eee ae 
republican, calling for inf 
covering the operations of the cus- 
todian’s office was fully answered 
in his report now ready for submis- 
sion to President Wilson. He said 
the pfesident doubtless would. 
promptly transmit the report to con- 
gress and added that he welcomed 
the fullest investigation of his of- 
fice. i 

Senator Calder’s resolution, which 
was adopted Monday by the senate 
without objection, called for come- 
plete information relative to the 


operation of the office of the alien 
property custodian. Senator Freling- 
huysen, of New Jersey, republican, 
introduced a resolution today pro- 
posing congressional investigation 
of the work of. the custodian. With- 
out discussion the resolution was 
referred to the senate commerce 
cognmittee which the senator pro- 
posed should make the inquiry. 

Senator Frelinghuysen’s action fol- 
lowed a great deal of informal dis- 
cussion among republican senators 
of alleged political appointments in 
the alien property custodian’s office 
and of the necessity for an inquiry.

Praises Fighting 


Of 82d Division 


Was Traveling So Fast 
Toward Berlin That It 
Was Nicknamed the 
‘*All- Aboard” Division, 
He Says. 


By Britt Craig. 

New York, February 26.—(Spe- 
cial.}——Because of its irrepressible 
tendency to proceed in the general 
direction of the Rhine, regardless 
of all obstacles in its path, the fa- 
mous 82d division was, in addition 
to “All American,” given another 
nickname, “All Aboard,” signifying. 
“All aboard for Berlin.” 

Although he was not a member 
of the “All American” during its 
overseas triumphs, having been 
transferred to another division, 
Lieutenant Charley Cox, of Atlan- 
ta, who has just reached NeW York 
from France, toflight tells of the 
brilliant reputation of the 82d in 
Europe. Its exploits were the talk 
of the American army, said the At- 
lantan, and some of the brightest 
pages of the history of America’s 
part in the great war were written 
by the “All American.” 

The Fighting Aristocracy. 

-“The original pet name for the 
82d was ‘All American,’” sat Lieu- 
tenant Cox, “because, as Atlanta 
people know, it was made up of 
men from all the northern and éast- 
ern Camps. They. were officered 
by southerners, most of whcm were 
graduated from the Fort McPher- 
son training camps. <and_ they 
proved. to be ‘tghting  »bear- 
cats." When it came to rough and 
reudy, steel against steel, hard 
boiled, hand to hand mixes, the 
boys from Gordon were the fighting 
aristocracy, 

“The 82q@ was famous from one 
end of the line to the other. There 
was no stopping it. In the Argonne 
and at St. Mihiel reports of the 
amazing conduct of the ‘All Amer- 
ican’ spread throughout the Ameri- 
can army. And it was not only the 
fighting caliber of the men that 
was alone responsible, but the grit 
and courage of the officers. For 
the most part they were young. 
energetic southern lads, clean-cut, 
manly fellows who were the idols 
of their men, and not afraid of the 
very dévil himself. 
under them were confident of their 
leaders’ courag@® and it was part 
affection, part admiration which 
caused the enlisted men of 
the ‘All American’ io follow their 
lithe, smooth-cheeked young com- 
manders through the hottest blasts 
of Hun fire.” 

Had Narrow Escape. 

Lieutenaht Cox, who was an aide 
on the staff of Brigadier Genera! 
James B. Erwin, in the Sixth divi- 
sion, says that th@) 82d is back in 
France at a point of embarkation 
awaiting orders to return to Amer- 
ica. General Erwin returned to 
this country with the Sixth, a ne- 
gro organization. He. stated last

date tu rviurn to Atiunia, where, 
in the earlier days of the war, he 
was stationed at Camp Gordon. His 
home is in Savann General Er- 
win was at one time member of 
the 82d, having assisted in training 


the men who developed into Amer- 
ica’s fighting marvels. 

General rwin’s narrow escape 
from being blown to bits, which 
escape was also shared by Lieuten- 
ant Cox, was recited by the latter 
last night to a@ group of former 
Atlantans in the lobby of the Hotel 
McAlpin. During. the heavy artil- 
lery duels in-the Vosges region, 
General Erwin and his staff had set 
up headquarters. on the outskirts 
of Gerardmer. Lieutenant Cox’s 
sleeping quarters were located on 
one side of the staff office room. 
while the general slept on the oth- 
er side. Both officers were in their 
sleeping places when General Er- 
win had summoned Lieutenan. “0x 
into the office. Each was about to 
enter the office when a shrapne: 
shell struck in the center of the 
room, demolishing it entirely. Two 
seconds later and both men would 
have been either killed or severely 
wounded. . 

Rides Shell-Shocked War Herse. 


Lieutenant Cox is widely known 
in Atlanta social circles, and will 
return to Atlanta short! to re- 
sume his law practice. e relates 
the humorous story .of the first 
known instance in which shell 
shock has been cured by the same 
sort of explosion which inflicted che 
ailment. In Gerardmer Charley was 
riding a horse nameg in honor of 
the staff veterinarian, “Doc Fal- 
lon.” In his day, the old charget 
had been a good one, gifted with 
speed and courage. But shell shock 
had left him decrepit and palsied 
Still, he had to be ridden, since 
horses were scarce. 

For weeks Charley poked about 
on the back of th atient old war 
horse, jolting alon re and there 
at a slow. tedious pace among the 
shell craters and roadways. Due 
to his affliction, “Doc Fallon” paid 
no heed whatsoever to the burst of 
shells. He gave them not even the 
contemptuous attention of a flick 
of his tail. Even a horse fly was 
paid greater honor than a shell 
burst, for “Doc” would switch his 
tail at the fly. But one day a 
high-explosive went off almost un- 
der the “Doc’s” nose. The concus- 
sion disentangled the old boy’s 
nerves from their shock; something 
tingled in him from his molars to 
his hoofs. All of a sudden he re- 
newed acquaintance with fear and 
trembling, and the first Lieutenant 
Charley knew he was astride a 
reckless, charging steed that wes 
loping across the brink of shell 
craters, across’ shell-torn paths 
and over the terrain at perilous 
speed. Past the post control sta- 
tion plunged “Doc Fallon,” while 
General Erwin and his sta came 
out to gasp at the miracié& And 
from that day on the “Doc” was 
cured of his shell shock. «

Griffin, Ga., February 26.—(Spe- 
cial.)—"Spalding county farmers 
will hold their cotton for better 
prices and reduce their acreage and 
fertilizer,” said Judge J. J. Fliynt, 
chairman of the Spalding County 
Cotton Growers’ Association and 
Marketing Board, today. 

Replying to a news item in The 
Constitution Tuesday under a Grif- 
fin date concerning the holding 
movement adopted by the Spalding 
County Marketing board, Judge

“We feel that the article was mis- 
leading.

LAST PIE ON THE PLATE 
FORSHIPYARD WORKERS 


Washington, February 26.—Labor 
agreements between shipyard op- 
erators and employees, made by the 
shipping board’s adjustment com- 
mission during the war and expir- 
ing March 31, will be superseded by 
a system designed to “stop pamper- 
ing the yards and coddling the 
men,” Charles Piez, director gener- 
al of the Emergency Fleet corpora- 
tion, said. The government 
does not intend, he added, to yield 
to any of the demands for increases 
in pay over war-time scales, which 
have been the cause of strikes in 
Seattle and San Francisco and 
threaten a strike at Hog island. 

“T have totd the boys that an end 
comes to every pie,” said Director 
Piez, “and that the last piece is on 
the plate now. Any ipcreases in 
ship construction costs from now 
on will be met by the cancellation 
of ship contracts. We are down 
to the last of the margin on our ap- 
propriations, and we don’t intend to 
finish out our commitments by 
leaving the half-built hulls sticking 
up in the air in the yards. 

“We had to do a good many 
things during the war,” he contin- 
ued, “and the result of the Macey 
adjustments board was to establish 
a horizontal scale all over the Unit- 
ed States. Now we intend to with- 
draw the government’s participa- 
tion in the management and financ- 
ing of shipyards. Wage scales will 
be determined by district boards, so 
far as possible, with the govern- 
ment as a factor in organizing 
them. 

‘In the meantime strikers who 
break the Macey board agreement 
and ask for more pay will not be 
dealt with until they come back 
to work, if I have anything to say. 
There is not much use in collective 
bargaining if the bargain is to be 
kept when it suits the men and 
broken when it doesn’t. 

“The United States will not long 
continue to build ships at $200 a 
ton when they are being turned out 
on the Clyde for $140. It is not 
that I don’t want to pay high 
wages. I do—to the men who can 
earn them. We've got a lot of men 
in the vards today who can’t and 
won't. 
wage scale has been bad from ev- 
ery point of view. but its chief bad 
result is measured in the increased 
cost of ships. We want high wages 
for the men and high output for 
both yards and men. That is our

New York, February 25.—Messages 
from the chamber of commerce of 
Peking and Shanghai, representing 
all the commercial organizations of 
China, applauding President Wil- 
son’s effort in behalf of a league 
of nations, were made public here 
today by the Chamber of Commerce 
of New York after copies had been 
forwarded to the president. 

The message from Shanghai de- 
clared that, ‘Chinese people are 
deeply indebted to you for the or- 
ganization of the league of nations,” 
and said.that his “fourteen points,” 
especially the one calling for the 
settlement of questions of terri- 
tory, sovereignty, economic arrange- 
ment and political relationship on 
the basis if “free acceptance of the 
settlement by the people immedi- 
ately concerned” had been circu- 
lated and recited “by every one in 
our country.” 

The message from the Peking or- 
ganization, after praising President 
Wilson’s work for the league, re- 
quested the aid of America in “se- 
curing an equitable national tariff 
system” for China.

London, February 26.—Premier 
Lenine and War Minister Trotsky 
and their higher officials of the 
soviet government “know that the 


game is up, but do not know how 
to get out of it, or what to do,” is 
the belief expressed by H. V. Keel- 
ing, an English trade unionist, in 
an interview in The Westminster 
Gazette. He recently arrived .in 
England from Russia, wkcre he 
spent five years in close contact 
with the Russian working classes. 

Mr. Keeling, who frankly admits 
he was at first attracted by Bol- 
shevik ideas, says Bolshevism in its 
present phase is nothing less than a 
“starvation conspiracy.” He  be- 
lieves when Lenine and Trotsky 
show the slightest sign of weaken- 
ing they will be done for. As a re- 
sult, he said, they simply go ahead 
“working their machines round and 
round, and grinding out anybody 
they think is dangerous.” 

“On one side,” he continues, ‘‘are 
millions of poops too absorbed with 
the thought of how to get food for 
themselves, their wives ana chil- 
dren to think of anything beyond 
the moment, and are too exhausted 
to resist, and on the other, a favored 
few, relatively well fed, and pre- 


| pared for any violence and cruelty 


to save themselves from losing 
their privileges and slipping into 
the vortex of famine. For whatever 
may have been the original idea of 
Bolshevism, its secret now is simply 
that it confers upon some and de- 
nies to others the privilege of eat- 
ing, and that all its other deeds of 
violence and cruelty are as nothing 
to the supreme cruelty of withhold- 
ing food.” 

Asked why the Russians do not 
revolt and smash the whole thing, 
Mr. Keeling said:

Washington, February 26.—Pre-

Secretary Morrison cited statistics 
on industrial accidents in Pennsyl- 
vania, showing that in 1918 under 
operation of the daylight saving law 
the number of accidents was 43,- 
036 less than in 1917,. and 70,772 
less than in 1916. This was due, 
he said, to the fact that the late 
afternoon hours when physical en- 
ergy is at its lowest ebb have been 
eliminated from the work day and 
given over to recreation.

Many letters now on the way to 
pretty little girls in France, bearing 
the names of American soldiers at 
Fort McPherson, were written by 
him. One of the astonishing state- 
ments that he made to a Constitu- 
tion reporter Monday was the fact 
that many of the heroes are going 
back to France after French brides 
just as soon as they are dismissed 
from the hospital.

Washington, February 26.—Tax- 
payers in need of advice on how to 
make out their returps or calculate 
their tax may obtain fpee counsel 
from any one of many apg and 
private agencies now working 
order. The internal raiaarue bureau 
today called attention to the fact 
that more than 100.000 persons, ex- 
elusive of the 10,000 regular revenue 
officers and employees, are at work 
aiding citizens to pay their income 
taxes. 

Free advice may be obtained from 
banks, from chambers of commerce 
or boards of trade, newspapers, lo- 
cal associgtions of credit men, coun- 
ty farm agents and special repre- 
sentatives designated by large em- 
ployers to assist their men.

Hundregs of private tax advisors, 
charging fees for counsel, have es- 
tablished themselves recently, but 
the revenue bureau cautions tax- 
payers to ascertain that these men 
are efficient before patronizing 
them.

WHILE. THE IRON’S HOT. 


The strongest argument in oppo- 
sition to an extra session of the leg- 
islature, if not the only argument 
that seemed to carry any weight, 
that was brought out at the high- 
way legislation conference in the 
governor's office was, simmered 
down to essentials, that if an extra 
session is convoked and a highway 
bill introduced, Joe Hill Hall will 
oppose it! 

Mr. Hall, whose term as repre- 
sentative of Bibb county will expire 
with the “Inauguration of the 1919- 
2) legislature, served notice that if 
an extra session is called while he 
is still a member of the general as- 
sembly he will do what he can to 
“table” whatever highway Dill may 
be introduced “and call for ‘the ad- 
journment of the session.” 


This declaration upon Represent- 
ative Hall’s part followed his ad- 
mission that it was he who “killed 
the highway Hill in the legislature 
-jm 1918,” and after Senator Cars- 
well had recounted the highway 
battle of that year, when “the more 
we talked the less we understood,” 
and when “Morton Turner, of Quit- 
man, in the house, tried to get road 
legislation past Joe Hill Hall, but 
to no avail.” 

But the fact that there is one 
avowed obstructionist who, by his 
own announcement, intends fight- 
ing highway progress in Georgia so 
long as he retains office constitutes 
by no means a valid reason why ap 
extra session should not be called. 
One man might be able to hinder, 
but the likelihood of his being able 
to prevent desirable legislation 
would be much less in an extra ses- 
sion, called’ for a single, specific 
purpose, than at a regular session, 
cluttered, as all regular sessions 
are, with routine business and with 
many bills of greater or lesser im- 
portance, each clamoring for con- 
sideration. 

At this conference United States 
Engineer Bullen, in charge of the 
southeastern district in the distri- 
bution of the federal-aid highway 
fund, made a clean-cut statement of 
Georgia’s highway status as it is 
officially viewed by the federal gov- 
ernment; and this, he said, in his 
opinion, constitutes “emergency” 
enough to justify “immediate legis- 
islation.” : 

Judge Patterson, chairman of the 
highway commission, and practical- 
ly every other conferee in attend- 
ance, coincided with that view, Mr.

Mayor Key has very approprt- 
ately issued a proclamation urging 
“every citizen of Atlanta who can

At this congress some of the 
greatest and most distinguished 
statesmen and orators of the coun- 
try will deliver addresses, among

_.Naturally, upon such an occasion 
as this particular congress will pre- 
sent, each speaker will be “at his 
best;” and the opportunity of enjoy- 
ing such a galaxy of oratorical tal- 
ent is one that no citizen can af- 
ford to miss.

proposed constitution of the league 
of nations.” | 

But why “continuous debate” 
upon a matter of which no possible 
disposal can be made at the con- 
clusion of “debate?” 

There has already been altogeth- 
er too much of what its perpetra- 
tors choose to dignify by the term 
“debate.” 

Nothing has been accomplished 
by it; it has occasioned simply the 
waste of the time it has consumed, 
and if there had been less of it the 
country might have been spared the 
necessity and the expense of an 
extra session.

The Importance to Georgia Af Demonstration Work—Appro- 
priations for Federal Buildings. 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON. 


Washington, February 26.—One 
item in the agricultural appro- 
priation bill which passed the 
house but about which some objec- 
tion has been made by senators, pro- 
vides for farmers’ co-operative dem- 
onstration work through county, dis- 
trict and urban agents, ai.d provides 
for an appropriation for this, cover- 
ing all expenses, including the work 
in Washington, of $5,670,000. 

Of course, that sounds big to the 
little group that is gathered in the 
lobby of a village postoffice, even 
in Georgia, but in official Washing- 
ton “five million” is just a little 
side-issue appropriation. 


At any-rate, this particular item 
has the hearty indorsement and ap- 
proval of the presidents, | deans 
and extension directors of the 
agricultural colleges throughout 
the United States. The passage 
of the item is vital to the continued 
welfare and prosperity of the state 
of Georgia. Everybody knows the 
splendid work which the men and 
women county agents have accom- 
plished in Georgia. In club work 
alone there are more than 50,000 
Georgia fhoys and girls enrolled. 
They are the young people who have 
had much to do with the regenera- 
tion of agriculture and the bring- 
ing about of a degree of diversifica- 
tion which has enabled Georgia to 
make such a proud record in the 
service of the nation during the past 
two years and placed her on a self- 
sustaining basis in so far as food 
production is concerned. 


These boys and girls have led the 
vanguard in the fight for renewed 
interest in gardening and in the 
canning of fruits and vegetables,

srown at a profit in all parts of 
Georgia, and the doubling of Geor- 
gia’s corn crop is, in some meas- 
ure at least, attributable to the fact 
that they proved such effective 
trail-blazers. 

In addition Georgia has pig, calf, 
poultry, wheat, potato, four crop 
and other types of clubs. Since 1913 
the number of hogs in Georgia has 
increased by about a million head. 
This was not an accident, but was 
due to the fact that‘the county 
agents were enabled to inoculate 
the farmers’ hogs with preventa- 
tive serum and save them from 
cholera, also because the _ college 
through its extension agents taught 
in large measure the farmers how 
to use grazing crops to produce pork 
cheaply. The boys and girls of the 
pig club demonstrated beyond any 
question at the numerous fairs and 
exhibits held throughout Georgia 
that her people could make pork 


|more cheaply than it could be pro-

The agents are at present the 
medium throught which the farmer 
obtains his nitrate of soda and his 
advice about fighting the boll 
weevil. Georgia has suffered less 
from the depredations of this in- 
sect than almost any other state, 
and largely because her people were 
better educated and have been in- 
guced largely through the extension 
service to diversify crops more com- 
pletely than the farmers of any 
other state previous to its invasion 
by the weevil. 

If the above measure passes it 
will mean an appropriation of prac- 
tically $1,800 made available to- 
wards the employment of a man and 
in each county in 
Georgia. The argument might be 
made that it will impose some fresh 
financial burden, but this would 
hardly be true, as practically every 
county in Georgia is now, and has 
been for many years, offsetting out 
of the public treasury a part of the 
funds made available to this state 
through indirect congressional ap- 
propriations, or in other words ap- 
propriations made to the secretary 
of agriculture for distribution to 
the states on condition that they 
were offest.

The house committee on public 
buildings and grounds will report 
within a day or two a blanket bill 
carrying appropriations for the 
construction of postoffice and other 
federal buildings throughout the 
United States, the first bill of the 
kind since the war began.

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The Coming Extinction of 
The Mayflower Descendants|

Next year, on December 20, 1920, 
we celebrate the three hundredth 
anniversary of the landing of the 
Mayflower. 
Strangely 
enough, the his- 
torian, Laud, 
now tells us 
that the families 
of the original 
settlers are rap- 
idly becoming 
extinct. He fore- 
tells the time 
when all their 
descendants can 
be placed on an- 
other Mayflower 
Dr. Hillis. and sent back 
again upon another ship of a hun- 
dred and twenty tons. This state- 


ment is most startling. Carlyle once 
said that the Mayflower carried a 
political and spiritual cargo, the 
most precious in the history. of the 
world, and he makes the fame of 


the Mayflower eclipse the fame of | 


the Santa Maria, upon which Colum- 
bus sailed, and the Argo upon which 
Jason went forth in search of the 
Golden Fleece. The mere thought 
of the extinction of the old Puritan 
stock stirs alarm in all lovers of 
liberty and their native land. 


Inflence of the Mayflower. 

All this is the more suprising 
because the early Puritans were 
known for their large families. 
Their blood was strong blood. Many 


scholars believe that one drop of 
that old blood went farther than 
any blood known to history. All 
Europe was sifted for men of inde- 
pendent minds; then these original 
thinkers were sifted to obtain the 
Puritans, some of whom remained in 
England—Cromwell, Hampden and 
Milton—and some of whom—Win- 
throp and Bradford, and Brewster— 
came to this country. To take the 
influence of these Puritans out of 
our history would be like taking 
Moses from the Jewish people, like 
taking Caesar out of Rome, or the 
Magna Charta out of England’s 
life. A single little town like North- 
ampton, Mass., illustrates the influ- 
ence of the Puritan blood. The town 
had only two or three thousand, and 
yet it produced within one century 
about one hundred physicians, more 
than one hundred lawyers, a hun- 
dred and twenty clergymen, scores 
of college professors and presidents, 
several of our greatest authors and 
historians, one vice president and 
several members of the cabinet. 
Witness the Field family! Six sons 
out of the Congregational! minister's 
home in Stockbridge. Witness the 
Beecher family of Litchfield, Conn.: 
with the. Emerson family, the Ca- 
bots, the Lowells, and a score of 
other Puritan families. The ex- 
tinction of this old Puritan stock 
would be a calamity to the world. 


The Diffused Blood. 

One consideration lessens the pes- 
Ssimism of this historian. The phys- 
ical New England is just where it 
always was, between the Atlantic 


on the east and the Hudson 
on the west: the intellectual and 
moral New England has journeyed 
afar from Plymouth and _ Boston. 
The Puritans were always a thrifty 
folk, with a note of adventure in 
their blood. The opening up of the 
mineral resources of the coal states, 
of the iron and copper regions: the

opportunities of the Pacific coast 
regions have lured the sons .of the 
Puritans far from Plymouth Rock. 
The daughters also have changed 
their names. The men proverbially 
in an era of nervous stress and ex- 
citement break down, while the 
daughters of the Puritans, through 
leisure and good care, have sur- 
vived and reared large families, Un- 
der other names, therefore, the 
Puritan stock and the descendants 
of the Mayflower are in the world 
and serving it. No one who has 
widely traveled in the forty-eight 
states of this country but realizes 


the imnfeasurable influence of the 
descendants of the Mayflower upon 
our education, our literature, our 
art and science, our politics and our 
religion. In the United States the 
people are informed and trained by 
four things: conversation, the press 
and literature, political problems 
and religion. Now these are pre- 
cisely the four realms in which the 
children of the Mayflower have 
wrought and made themselves im- 
mortal.

OF LIBERTY BONDS 


Lewellyn Pratt Tells How 
Ad Men Will War on 


Sharpers. 


Open warfare on the sharper who 
is going into the advertising field 
to trade nefariously with Liberty 
Bonds was given last evening as 
part of the afteréthe-war program of 


Lewellyn Pratt who is first vice 
president of the Associated Adver- 


tising Clubs of the World, an or- 
ganization which has led a cam- 
paign for ‘Truth in Advertising” for 
the past seven years. 

“We need to guard advertising 
most carefully if we are going to 
keep it the force which it has grown 
to be,” Mr. Pratt said when inter- 
viewed in the office of S. C. Dobbs, 
shortly after his arrival in Atlanta 
for the purpose of addressing the 
local“Ad Men’s club at their lunch- 
eon Thursday at the New Kimball. 

He then gave specific instance of 
the methods which are being used 
by unprincipled men in buying up 
Liberty Bonds from $20 to $30 be- 
low market value. “These swindlers 
use the columns of the newspapers, 
they do poster advertising and any 
other kind which will attract the at- 
tention of those who might be 
tempted to exchange their bonds for 
cash. 


Buy Bonds Below Value. 


“T have known of such a broker, 
operating right across the street 
from a bank where bonds would be 
bought for their market value, pay- 
ing $60 for a bond which was worth 
$93. Bond owners who are taken 
in by schemers may be ignorant of 
true conditions, or they may be 
afraid of appearing unpatriotic by 
selling their bonds more openly, but 
at any rateitisour part as advertis- 
ing men to safeguard the kind of 
salesmanship we represent from in- 
vasion by falsifiers.” 

Mr. Pratt spoke of 22,000,000 hold- 

ers of Viberty Bonds which are 
now in the United States, many of 
whom have not owned such securi- 
ties before and are therefore entitled 
to as much protection from fraud 
as vnossible. 
* “We want to protect the domestic 
‘Investor,’ he continued, speaking for 
| the organized advertisers, “and the 
| foreign buyer. In a word, help in 
| upholding the business honor of 
America.” 

When asked for an exposition of 
the relation of advertising to ex- 
ports, Mr. Pratt told a little story 
which not only answered the ques- 
tion, but showed the tnfluence which 
the Associated clubs may wield, 
as well. 

Six Men Rebuilt Cars. 


“A business man from Argentina 


in this country, who made ready the 
shipment and received his money 
when the cars were placed on the 
dock in New York. When the ma- 
chines were examined after reach- 
ing their destination it was dis- 
covered that six of the eleven were 
rebuilt cars. 

‘The buyer went to an American 
friend who advised him to take up 
the matter with the advertising 
men’s organization, saying that they 
tried to straighten out such cases 
when possible. An official of the 
Advertising clubs went to the man- 
ufacturer and asked him for an ex- 
planation. 

“The dealer gave several excuses, 
after which our man stated that he 
would write the purchaser and find 
out how much compensation he 
would like for the deal. ‘But sup- 
pose I refuse to pay it” the manu- 
facturer asked. ‘Then we will give 
you publicity which will cost you 
a good deal more,’ was the answer, 
and the money was sent. 

“Of course, our aim is always to 
increase the volume of advertising, 
but we believe that this can best 
be done by straight, honest talk and 
by absolutely fair dealing.” 

Mr. Pratt devotes his entire time 
to the work of the Associated clubs, 
being chairman of the national edu- 
eation committee and chairman of 
the national convention program 
committee. He is credited with much 
of the growth and progress of the 
Associated clubs. 

The secretary of the local Ad 
Men’s clubs has issued invitations 
| urging all members to attend Thurs- 
| day’s luncheon in order that they 
'may hear Mr. Pratt’s address.

Lessons in Thritt 
May Soon Be Given 
In Georgia Schools 


That thrift, the “national happy 
habit,” will be taught in the public 
schools of Georgia as part of the 
regular educational course, is con- 
sidered probable by educational au- 
thorities, following a meeting to be 
held on March 8 in the office of M. 
L. Brittain, state superintendent of 
schools, at the state capitol. The 
meeting will be that of the_ state 
committee on thrift in schools, ap- 
pointed by the state war savings 
organization, of which Ivan BE. Allen 
is director. 

Professor Brittain is in Chicago 
this week, attending a convention of 
the National Educational association 
of which he is a vice president. Tele- 
grams Wednesday announced the 
adoption of a resolution offered at 
the convention by Professor Brit- 
tain, indorsing the movement to 
take up the teaching of thrift in pub- 
lic schools and pledging the efforts 
of the teachers and school officials 
to further this work. : 

The conference at the capitol to 
discuss teaching thrift in the schools 
is expected to be attended by mem- 
bers of the state committee on 
schools and colleges, announced by 
State Director Ivan E. Allen, as fol- 
lows:

COTTON ACREAGE 
REDUCTION URGED 


Dr. Bradford Knapp 
Makes Strong Plea for 
Increased Food Produc- 
tion to Merchants and 
Manufacturers. 


In an earnest address delivered 
to the merchants and manufacturers 
of the state who gathered yester- 
day in their semi-annual conference 
in the assembly hall of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce, Dr. Bradford 
Knapp, chief of the office of ex- 
tension work, south, of the federal 
department of agriculture, made a 


strong plea for the reduction of cot- 
ton acreage, declaring that as the 
result of the present oversupply of 
cotton that a large crop for 1919 
will mean bankruptcy for the south. 

He emphasized the fact that the 
food supply of the world is very 
low and that the increase of food 
production will be the only means 
of averting a financial crisis, which 
after-war conditions are bringing 
about. 

He stated, however, that he be- 
lieved if southern farmers would 
keep a level head and balance the 
system of agriculture in the south 
by @ big food crop this year and 
await the development of trade and 
transportation, which has been so 
rudely disorganized by the war, that 
the situation may be made to work 
for the good of southern interests 
instead of becoming a great dis- 
aster. 

Acreage Situation. 

Why is the cotton acreage situation des- 
perate? Mainly because last year the ex- 
treme drought kept a relatively large acre- 
age from producing a large crop. For four 
years we have had short crops in Texas 
and Oklahoma, mainly on account of lack 
of rain. From 1911 to 1914, inclusive, 
Texas produced an average of more than 
1,250,000 bales of cotton per annum more 
than her average from 1915 to 1918, inclu- 
sive, mainly becatise during one period the 
seasons were good and during the other she 
lacked sufficient rain. Oklahiéma has been 
short an average of 294,000 bales per annum 
during the last four years as compared with 
the period of 1911-14. Now, during this 
winter Texas and Oklahoma have had abun- 
dant rains and the prospects are for an ex- 
cellent season in that territory. Remem- 
ber that whenever there is a good season 
in the western end of the cotton territory 
we always have a large crop. Whenever a 
large acreage and a good season occur the 
same year we have a very large production 
and generally take a low price. 


1911, was 8.8 cents on the average. 

If there is a cotton problem in the south 
this year the merchant and the banker must 
share in the responsibility of creating and 
perpetuating the problem. Whenever the 
credit of a section is placed entirely upon 
one crop and not on a well balanced and 
safe system of farming, the sources of 
credit must share in the responsibility. You 
know full well how the credit farming of 
the cotton area is operated. The man who 
insists upon cotton as a basis for credit 
and fixes the amount to be produced so 
high that no room is left for food and feed 
crops may be doing a safe business for 
himself uné@er normal conditions, but he has 
helped to create a system which rises to 
curse us in our days of misfortune. What 
we need is to think more of a safe system 
of farming and less of speculative acreage. 
If the acreage problem of 1919 he solved 
by a deep cut and we fail to think of the 
safety of the entire system we will bave 
another problem in 1920 and every year, or 
at least every few years, when the disas- 
ter of overprodnction or failure of merkets 
confronts us. 

The full production of the food for our 
people and the feed for our growing live 
stock industry in the south should be the 
first and most important consideration. If 
every farmer and every tenant and every 
landlord, merchant, banker apd business man 
in the sonth would fix their minds and act 
upon the simple principle of having every 
farm self-supporting, the cotton acreage 
problem would practically disappear. Let 
me outline for you a simple program which 
should be the aim of all. 

First. A home garden for every farm 
family in the south to supply the home 
needs for the maximum days in the year, 
with a snfficient surplus to be canned, dried 
or stored for future use, including an ample 
supply of potatoes, Irish or sweet, and, 
wherever possible, a small patch of cane 
or sorghum. to produce the syrup for’ the 
family. 


Plant Plenty of Corn. 


Second. Produce corn enough on every 
farm sufficient to maintain the family and 
the live stock in ample food and feed for a 
year, remembering that spring wheat fgrm- 
ers in the northwest may reduce corn 
acreage. 

Third. Produce the hay and forage neces- 
sary to amply supply the live stock on the 
farm for’ one year with an excess for the 
sale of safety. Special attention should be 
given to the summer legumes, velvet beans, 
soy beans, cowpeas, and peanuts especially 
for feeding purposes. 

Fourth. Produce the meat, eggs and milk 
for every family on tthe farm. This means 
the production of hogs, cattle and poultry 
and the care and keeping of good family 
cows on every farm. Live stock is neces- 
sary in order to consume otherwise waste 
— of the farm and convert them into 
cash. 

Fifth. Produce cotton on a moderate acre- 
age, well tended and well prepared. Secure 
the best seed of the very best varieties. 

Sixth. Plan to meet all family expenses 
and farm exypenses from the surplus prod- 
nets of the farm outside of the cotton crop. 
Plan to have in the fall of 1919 a good 
supply of laying hens, at least two milch 
cows for every family, hogs in the lot to 
fill the smokehouse and supply the meat 
for the family; potatoes either in cellars or 
other safe storage for winter’s use: the 
shelves full of canned or dried vegetables 
and fruits from the farm to last the family 
until fresh ones come again: a barrel of 
syrup for the family: corn eough to last 
the family and the live stock for a year, 
and ample hay for the live stock. Do cash 
farming instead of credit farming. 

At this morning’s session Willis 
Clemons will address the members 
on the problems of iron and steel 
industry; R. W. Johnston, of George 
Muse company, on the supply of 
leather and its effect upon the sup- 
ply of shoes; W. H. Brittain, of J. 
M. High’s, on “Dry Goods,” and S C. 
Dobbs, on “Optimism vs. Pessimism, 
Weep or Work.” 

The conference ig being largely 
attended by merchants and manu- 
facturers of the city who are giving 
their undivided attention to the 
discussion of the vital problems that 
are facing the south.

WASHINGTON CONGRESS. 


Suggestions Wanted as to 
Aid Federal Officials Can 
Do in Improving Business. 


Governor Hugh M. Dorsey, upon 
receipt’ of an invitation from Sec- 
retary of Labor W. B. Wilson to 
attend the conference of governors 
to be held in Washington, D. C., 
March 3 and 4, announced Wednes- 
day that he expected to attend.

This conference was called at the 
instance of President Wilson to dis- 
cuss questions pertaining to labor 
problems. 

To further the conference at reach- 
ing definite information in regard 
to business conditions existing in 
the various states the governors 
have been asked to obtain definite 
and concrete suggestions from both 
employers and wage workers in 
their states as to what federal of- 
ficials can do to improve business. 

Governor Dorsey urges the people 
of Georgia to take advantage of this 
opportunity to submit suggestions 
to these federal officials as to how 
thev can assist in improving busi- 
ness in the state of Georgia. He 
will receive all suggestions and 
either take them to Washington or 
send them there by his personal 
representative. The governor asks 
that these suggestions be made in 
writing, and sent or mailed to him 
at the state capitol at the earliest 
possible moment. 


Washington, February 26.—Gov- 
ernors of fifteen states, jiteutenant 
governors of two others and mayors 
of thirty-two cities thus far have 
accepted the invitation of Secretary 
of Labor Wilson to attend the White 
House conference beginning next 
Monday for discussion of business 
and labor problems growing out of 
the ending of the war. 

The meetings, which will con- 
tinue three days, will be held fn the 
east room of the White House and 
will be open. This will be the first 
time since President Roosevelt's ad- 
ministration that the famous room 
has been used for a public gather- 
ing.

THE PODGY ABDOMEN. 

A podgy abdomen is perhaps the 
most frequent consequence of too 
much corset. Hence, if there be 
any reader of the credulous sex who 
is so afflicted, the exercises de- 
scribed in this article may have 
some interest. 

1. Lie supine on the floor, with 
the feet under a heavy chair or 
other support. Place the hands on 
the hips. Slowly draw yourself up 
to the sitting posture, expire 
(breathe out) slowly, then slowly 
let yourself down to the first posi- 
tion, and inspire (breathe in) slowly 
and repeat. Do this only twice, each 
night and morning, the first week; 
three times night and morning the 
second week: and so on until you 
can do it from five to twelve times 
at a seance without undue fatigue 
or soreness of the muscles after- 
ward. 

2. Stand erect with arms stretch- 
ed high above the head. Slowly ex- 
pire and at the same time swing the 
arms and body forward and down- 
ward until fingers touch the floor 
in front of your feet, whether you 
have to bend the knees or not. Now 
draw in a deep breath and at the 
same time swing upward to the first 
position and as far backward as 
you can. Repeat twice night and 
morning the first week, three times 
the second week, and so on until 
you can do it twenty times at a 
geance.

be cultivated In harmony with the 
movements. 


3. Stand erect with the hands ~- 
resting on the hips. Expire forei- 
bly through the open mouth and 
squat down on the heels at the same 
time. Immediately close the mouth 
and inspire deeply through the nose 
while you return to the first posi- 
tion. Repeat not over five times 
night and morning the first week, 
and increase gradually in the course 
of the first six weeks until you can 
do it twenty-five times at a seance. 

4. Iron out the wrinkles and 
loosen the kinks and stir up ‘the 
stagnant splanchnic pool in the ab- 
domen (where about half the entire 
mass Of blood may accumulate in 
persons with “poor circulation”) by 
rolling half a dozen somersaults, 

Do not expect any tangible re- 
sults from these «xercises until you 
have followed them faithfully and 
enthusiastically for six weeks. If 
you follow them that long no argu- 
ment will be necessary to convince 
you that physical training is good | 
medicine.

Mrs. Samuel M. Inman, vice chair- 
man of the Georgia Council of 
Defense and chairman of the wom- 
an’s commftee of the Atlanta Con- 
gress of the League to Enforce 
Peace, has issued an official call 
to the women of Atlanta and_ the 
state to attend the sessions of the 
peace congress which will meet 
here Friday and Saturday of this 
week. 

Mrs. Nellie Peters Black, presi- 
dent of the Georgia Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, in a communication 
sent to The Constitution, also urges 
Georgia women to take advantage 
of the peace congress here by at- 
tending all of its sessions. 

Mrs. Inman’s Appeal. 

In an appeal to the women of the 
state and city, Mrs. Inman writes: 

“The women of this section are 
having their greatest opportunity 
to hear the master minds of the 
country discuss the most vital ques- 
tions of the hour, not only as they 
affect our nation, but our relations 
with all other nations, and I would 
urge upon them to. postpone all 
other meetings and social occasions 
which they have planned previeus 
to the making of the peace program 
here Friday and Saturday. There 
will be three sessions—morning, 
afternoon and evening—each day of 
the conference, and the program 
for every session is so related to 
our national peace and reconstruc- 
tion program that no individual can 
afford to miss any one of the ses- 
sions. Atlanta is the center which 
has been decided upon for the as- 
sembly of the people of the eight 
States of this section, the eight pre- 
vious conferenées having taken 
place in as many different sections 
of the country. The time set for the 
Atlanta conference could not have 
been more advantageous than this 
period, for by the end of the week 
the great speakers who have come 


to us will have had time to sum up|. 


the findings of the peace confer- 
ence in Paris as it has so far pro- 
gressed.

Augustan Tells 
O? Thrilling Air 
Fight by the 82d 


Major Finds on His Re- 
turn Home That Fellow- 
Townsman Led Ameri- 
can Patrol to Victory. 


Augusta, Ga., February 26.—(Spe- 
cial)—‘“The most thrilling incident 
I witnessed while with the army in 
France.” said Major Lansing Lee, 
telling of the activities of the 
Kighty-second, in the war, before 
the Rotary club, yesterday. “was 
an air battle, 4n the Argonne dis- 
trict during the desperate fighting 
there, 

“The Germans had the upper hand 
in the matter of aircraft. On the 
day to which I allude, about ten of 
them were in pursuit of a squadron 
of American bombing machines, and 
were chasing them over our lines. 

“Suddenly 25 American planes ap- 
peared. They. had come out from 
behind rays of the morning sun, 
their progress in this way having 
been screened from the enemy. The 
machines were, in a few moments, 
in a ‘hand to hand’ struggle. We 
killed seven of the enemy. 


Another Exciting Fight. 


“One conflict particularly attract- 
ed our attention. Two airmen had 
engaged one another far up in the 
clouds. Finally the plane of one 
of them seemed to catch fire. The 
aviator appeared to guide to the 
ground. Half way .down, he left 
the machine, using’ a .parachute. 
Flying after him wa’ a patrol of 
planes. Finally the smoking plane 
crashed to the earth, the parachute 
aviator landing in our lines. He 
proved to be a German and was 
made prisoner. The patrol was of 
American planes. The patrol made 
no effort to harm the German. They 
appeared to give all attention to 
his destroyed plane. The sensation 
of it- was that this was the first 
time so far as any of us knew, that 
a parachute had been put to this 
use.

Trade interests 
were buyers at this difference against 
Sales of the later delivery, however, 
and there were rallies later, with 
March closing at 22.60, or 25 points 
net lower, while the rest of the list 
was 1 to 5 points net higher. 


The notices were estimated at be- 
tween fifteen and twenty-thousand 
bales and were generally believed 
to have been issued by houses with 
Japanese connections. Southern ex- 
porters were said to be taking up 
part of the cotton, but some of the no- 
tices were reported circulating in 
the street during the greater part 
of the day and led to a good deal 
of near month liquidation. 

The market opened steady at a 
decline of 40 points to an advance 
of 11 points with late months rela- 
tively firm on further rain in the 
eastern belt and continued com- 
plaints of delayed farm work. 

Prices worked up. several points 
right after the call with May selling 
at 22.05 and July at 21.34, or 18 to 
25 points net higher, but the weak- 
ness of March gave the market a 
very nervous tone and prices eased 
off during the ‘middle of the day,

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Editor’s Note—This is the fourth 
of sixteen articles on “How to Play 
Golf,” which James C. Ferguson, the 
Spring Lake Golf club professional, 
who is considered one of the best 
teachers of the game in America, is 
writing for the readers of The Con- 
stitution. : 

Mr. Ferguson’s articles will ap- 
Pear on Sunday and Wednesday of 
each week. Those desiring more 
explicit instructions on how to play 
the game may obtain them from 
Mr. Ferguson at East Lake, where 
he is now temporarily employed as 
professional. 

The following article ddalq with 
the proper way to play the mashie: 


By Jimmie Ferguson. 

Now we have the mashie. As I 
said before, it is a sweet little club, 
nice to feel in the hands and good 
to look at, but the sweet little 
mashie has caused more cussing in 
golf than any other club in the bag; 
also the sweet little mashie has won 
many a hole that seemed lost till 
the mashie was used, so you see now 
—why I call it swet; weit 2 bad he 
is a terror, going good he is sweet. 
Ok, so sweet, but he has a habit of 
goimg bad too often. The mashie 
is a club that must be treated right, 
he must never be used to do.a thing 
that is impossible for him, never try 
to get a midiron distance with a 
mashie. I suppose by this time 
you have gotten a comfortable grip 
for your putter. (I don’t recom- 
mend any special grip—please your- 
self). Now the same grip applies to 
the mashie, and as with the putter. 
don’t hold tight. (In a future arti- 
cle I will tell you when and how 
to hold the club or clubs tight.) 

Now put the club on ground be- 
hind the ball, stand far enough 
away from the ball to be comforta- 
ble, get feet far enough apart to 
be comfortable. (A little tip—never 


et feet too far apart.) (The pic- 
ne will give you a good idea of 


you are standing comfortable (don’t 
forget left toe should be pointing 
almost in direction of play, don’t get 
toe position entirely in direction of 
play); don’t stoop over, stand up and 
bend knees a little; bend body for- 
ward from hips till you feel com- 
fortable; don’t drop right shoulder, 
keep head as straight as possible, 
be looking square at ball, the ball 
should be a little nearer right foot 
than left foot; if you feel more com- 
fortable with ball about middle (be- 
tween feet) go to it. Don’t drop 
chin down too far, just stand com- 
fortable. Now you are fixed all 
right. The swing is the same as the 
putter, only longer .and higher. 
Don’t intentionally turn wrists on 
back swing, the wrists will turn 
themeelves (forget your wrists un- 
til I tell you to use them). 

When the club leaves ball on back 
swing, let left knee fall in towards 
right knee (don’t lift left heel off 
the ground, turn on inside of foot; 
body should turn slightly on the 
hips. The longer the swing, the 
more turn of the body). Keep head 
perfectly still, eye on ball, the down- 
ward or forward swing is the same 
as the‘putter, but, of course, the 
back swing being longer there will 
be more speed than there is in a 
putter swing. When the club head 
hits ball, don’t stop club, let it go 
out after the ball; on the finish you 
should be facing direction aimed at. 
Of course, your body has and will 
turn with the movement of club and 
arms. You will find your left font 


‘flat on the ground: your right heel 


off the ground and your body turn- 
ed in the right direction. (The pic- 
tures will give you a good idea of 
how the body and feet work, but 
this is the point: after the ball has 
been hit dont stép the club, let the 
club follow the ball. 

Now, remember, I did not say any- 
thing about the knees or feet‘ or 
the down or forward swing. I leave 


Get the follow through 
and the knees, feet and body will 
and must go with the follow 
through. Lots of people have got 
an. inde like this: As the mashie 
is for lifting the ball, then the best 
way must be a quick pull up, as 
the club head meets the ball. (Now 
listen, the fact of the mashie is 
slanted to lift the ball off the 
ground, so it stands to reason, if 
the club is pushed right through 
the ball, the ball will and must rise 
off the culb face; in other words, 
the swing is the same as the put- 
ter, only a little longer and higher 
on the back swing. 

Now I suppose you would like to 
try and get a mashie shot off the 
ground with a putter swing. Well, 
here you are, get a mashie and a 
few balls, go out on the lawn and 
putt with your mashie; start with 
putts of about 10 feet, gradually 
increase your distance (lengthen 
your back swing, but don’t hit bail 
hard). After a while you will feel 
like trying to put a ball over the 
house (a two-story house); never 
practice mashie shots indoors, it is 
all right to putt or swing a club, 
but never, never put a ball down 
and hit it with a mashie.. (1 don’t 
mean indoor gold schools.) A great 
idea of swing the mashie is to chop 
or stab at the ball. Now that is all 
right for certain kinds of lies, but 
as this article is only for learning 
the use of mashie from good lies, 
I hope beginners will only follow 
the instructions, as I have given 
them. As 1 have said before, I hope 
to cover lots of different shots with 
different clubs, but in the meantime, 
follow the instructions. 

I suppose you can see by this time 
I don’t lay down any hard and fast 
rules in my instructions. My suc- 
cess as a teacher of golf has been 
allowing people to do their own nat- 
ural way. I never did and never 
will tell a person to doa thing if

the right and wrong positicn.) Nowall that to the care of the follgw they feel they can’t do it. 


There is 
always some -little thing a person 
can’t do. You can’t get two people 
to play the game of golf the same 
way, so why teach all people to play 
the same way? “Give the pupils a 
foundation to werk on, but don’t 
force anything on them that don’t 
suit them. I read an article on 
the mashie in one of the golf mag- 
azines a few days ago. This man 
was telling people that a mashie 
should be played with a stiff right 
leg. did not condemn the man 
as I read the article; oh, no, I got 
my mashie and a few batls and went 
and tried the stiff right leg, but 
had no success. Maybe that idea 
suits that man who wrote the arti- 
cle, but it did not suit me, whict 
goes to show that a certain way 
don’t suit everybody. 

I hope next Sunday to give the 
midiron article, and I also hope to 
give all golfers a few trips on dif- 
ferent shots with different clubs. f 
don’t mean that all golfers won't 
know most.of these tips, but you 
may read & tip you don’t know 
about. You*#see I happen to know 
what kind of men golfers all good 
golfers are. As sure as fate I will 
be told—Jim, I knew so and _ s0 
a long time ago, but Jim won't cry, 
he don’t profess to knowseit all, Jim 
knows a little and he is willing to 
listen to any one who has anything 
to say about golf, and I would like 
all the readers of these articles to 
listen to any golfing advice they 
may get. You are sure to hear 
something that may help you, and 
lots that won’t help you. You will 
play with a golfer some day who 
is particularly good on one club. If 
you pass a remark about how good 
he is with that certain club—pre- 
pare for a sermon, which will last 
for the remainder. of the round and 
maybe longer. Golfers you will find 
are the best bunch of fellows under 
the sun—come on in‘and join: this 
happy family. - 


UEUT. FRANK CARTER 
RETURNS FROM FRANCE 


Lieutenant Frank Carter, of the

“ment in Order to Defeat 
_the Feudal Revolution. 


London, February 26.—The work- 
men’s and soldiers’ council of Mu-. 
nich has sent aewireless message to 
all countries announcing that a dic- 
tatorship by the proletariat and 
peasants has been proclaimed in Ba- 
varia, says a Central News dis- 
patch from Basel, filed on Tuesday. 
The message states that in con- 
sequence of the murder of Premier 
Eisner “by a representative of Ger- 
man feudal militarism,” the Bava- 
rian proletariat has arisen to de- 
feat the feudal revolution. Bava- 
rian socialist unity has been real- 
ized, it is added. Socialists in all 
dJands are informed that militarism 
has been uprooted in Bavaria. 


Dispatches from Berlin Februury 
22 reported that the centra] soviet 
council of Munich was in control of 
the situation there and had pro- 
claimed a proletariat dictatorship. 
More, recent advices have told of 
ministerial appointments . by the 
new government, but owing to the 
disordered condition of affairs in 
the Bavarian capital and the inter- 
ruptian of communications no com- 
prehensive account of the develop- 
ments have yet been forthcoming. 
MOVE TO OVERTHROW 
SAXON GOVERNMENT. 

Berlin, February 26.—Spartacans 
and radical socialists have launched 
a movement to overthrow the exist- 
ing government in Saxony, where 
the newly elected diet was to as- 
semble today. A general strike has 
been proclaimed. The Spartacans 
are reported to have taken posses- 
sion of Plauen and other industrial 
centers. 

Independent socialists in Leipsig 
have issued a manifesto demanding 
the retirement of the Weimar gov- 
ernment, declaring it is “an impedi- 
ment to socialism and the aheration 
of the proletariat.” The independ- 
ent socialists are reported working 
feverishly for a proclamation of a 
soviet republic in Saxony. 

After radical demonstrations at 
Pirma and Plauen, the radicals 
seized the plants of non-socialist 
newspapers and ordered the officers 
of the seized plants to leave. Work 
has been stopped in many Saxony 
plants by the seizure of power sta- 
tions and the interruption of over- 
land transmission’of electric power. 
The break in railway communica- 
tions at Halle suspended through 
service from Berlin and Weimar and 
Munich for the time being. 

At the latest advices the revolt 
has not developed in Dresden nor 
resulted in any overt act at Leip- 
zig, the leading cities of Saxony, 
the government at Dresden being 
still in control. 


INCREASE REPORTED 
AN UNEMPLOYMENT 


‘Washington, February 26.—An in- 
crease in unemployment in the Unit- 
ed States was reported by the em- 
ployment service for the current 
week, but conditions in the south 
generally are favorable. The amount 
of unemployment is given as 940,- 
197, an increase of 18,412 over last 
week. 

Memphis’ reports a shortage of 
about 600 negro farm laborers with 
@ surplus of white labor. Nashville 
reports a surplus of 1,000. Prospects 
of continuing the satisfactory con- 
en in Tennessee are encourag- 


“Slight shortages are still reported 
from Charleston and Columbia with 
a general shortage of labor through- 
out South Carolina. 

North Carolina shows slight short- 
ages of carpenters, laborers and 
women cigar workers. Common la- 
borers are plentiful in the larger 
towns. Raleigh reperts an equali- 
ty of labor supply and demand. 

Savannah reports a shortage of 
1,200 unskilled workers with threats 
of strikes. Atlanta reports a short- 
age of common labor. but apparently 
an equality of labor supply and de- 
mand in the skilled and miscella- 
neous branches. Thére are threats 
of a general strike in the building 
trades. 

Richmond PenDorts a surplus of 
1,000, and Lynchburg shows a slight 
surplus after having. reported for 
several weeks an apparent equality 
of jabor supply and demand.

There were no fatali- 
ties reported. All trains are delayed 
on account of washouts along the 
line.

FAVORABLE REPORT 
ON NAVAL MEASURE 


Washington, February 26.—Th 
$720,000,000 naval appropriation bill, 
with its. new three-year building 
program, was ordered favorably re- 
ported by the senate naval commit- 
tee today without a dissenting vote. 
Republican members reserved the 
right to oppose a provisionsempow- 
ering the president to suspend the 
pr am in his discretion. 

There was no opposition to the 
expansion feature, but the provi- 
sion for suspension wes adopted on 
a stritt party vote of 8 to 6. This 
authority was written into the bill 
by the house with a view to its use 
if developments toward disarma- 
ment in the peace conference made 
it desirable. 

The bill was discussed at a con- 
ference today between President 
Wilson and Secretary Daniels and 
Chairman Swanson, of the senate 
naval committee, and at the close 
anhouncement was made that the 
president agaig had urged provi- 
sions for the new three-year ,pro- 
gram at this .session. 

Many important changes were 
made in the house bill by the sen- 
ate committee as finally agreed 
upon. The permanent strength of 
the navy wa? increased at the ur- 
gent request of the navy department 
from 225,000 to 250,000, while that 
of the marine corps was increased 
from 17,400 to 26,000. 

To develop the naval air service, 
the committee increased the house 
appropriation from $15,000,000 to 
$36,000,000. 


GERMANY WANTS ARMY 
ON EASTERN FRONTIER 


Copenhagen, February 26.—During 
the debate in the German nationa} 
assembly at Weimar of the bill 
creating a “reichswehr,” national 
defense, Gustave Noske, who is in 
charge of military affairs in the 
German cabinet, said the force would 
be chiefly used in- protecting the 
frontiers, according to a Berlin dis- 
patch received here. 

“It would be criminal careless- 
ness,” he said, “not to protect our 
eastern frontier, which is menaced 
by the Bolsheviki. The strength of 
the reichswehr would not, under the 
bill, be one-third that of the old 
army. Foreign countries, therefore, 
have no occasion to mistrust the bill 
which is intended merely to meet 
the most urgent needs of the em- 
pire. It would be a lively imagina- 


ition that could see in it the specter 


of militarism.” 

After the adoption of severa) 
amendments, the defense bill passed 
second reading. It will come up 
for third reading Thursday. 


LEGISLATION DRAFTED 
FOR WARTIME DRYNESS 


Washington, February 26.—Legis- 
tion drafted by the house judiciary 
committee for enforcement of the 
wartime prohibition law which be- 
comes effective July 1, was repprted 
to the house today at the same time 
a minority opposition report was 
filed by Repre sentative Steele, of 
Pennsylvania, who said passage of 
the bill would be a “usurpation of 
power,” and that during the period 
of national readjustment the legis- 
lation would “add much to the spir- 
it of unrest.” 

The industrial situation also was 
referred to in the majority report. 

‘Riot and revolution due to the 
spirit of unrest engendered by the 
war,” it said, “are preached every- 
where. Strikes and industrial dis- 
turbances are imminent. Under the 
stress of such circumstances the: 
usual precaution is to close the sa- 
loon as it tends to greatly aggra- 
vate the evil.” ’ 

The bill prohibits the sale and 
manufacture of any liquor contain- 
ing more ‘than one-half of one per 
eent of alcohol, under penalty of 
fines or imprisonment, or both, and 
also provides that the owner of any 
building in which liquor is made or 
sold may be penalized. 


DIXIE FARM WORKERS 
MEET IN BIRMINGHAM 


Birmingham, Ala., February 26.— 
Two conventions of agricultural 
workers of the south began three- 
day sessions here ‘today, the South- 
ern Association of Agricultural 
Workers and the Pathologists and 
Horticultuists of Colleges and Ex- 
periment Stations. About 150 dele- 
gates are in attendance. 

Dr. H. W. Barre, of Clemson Col- 
lege, S. C.; Dr. F. Duggar and 
Professor M. J. Funchess, of the 
Alabama Polytechnic, at Auburn, 
were the chief speakers today. In 
the afternoon three sectional meet- 
ings were held on agronomy, hus- 
bandry and extension work. 

Tomorrow’s topics will be the co- 
ordination of investigational work 
in the south and soft pork discus- 
sion. The latter topic will embrace 
Naty crops for the best pork produc- 
tion 

This afternon about thirty-five of 
the pathologists and horticulturists 
began their conferences, the session 
being devoted atl to the sweet 
potato.

part in politics that these things 
would be improved. 

Mrs. Warren D. White, who is-not 
an advocate of the cause, made a 
talk in which she set forth some 
of the reasons why she did not join 
forces with the fighters for politi- 
cal recognition. She said that if 
the women of Atlanta and Georgia 
were given the right to vote that 
when they went about constructing 
roads and cleaning upthecity that 
they would find the same difficul- 
ties facing them that the men. of 
the state were facing. 

Lieutenant Wilson, Member of the 
Eighteenth field artillery, who serv- 
ed in France two years, was among 
the speakers and discussed the politi.

$100,000, 000 10 BUY 
FARMS FOR SOLDIERS 


Washington February 26.—A ‘fa- 
vorable report on the bill to appro- 
priate $100,000,000 to make reclaimed 
public lands available for settlement 
by discharged soldiers and sailors, 
was ordered today. by the senate 
public lands committee, after Secre- 
tary Lane had appealed for action 
on the ground that this was a great 
reconstruction measure. A similar 
bill has been reported to the house. 

By means of this measure, which 
provides for loans to men who served 
with the armed forces during the 
war under direction of the interior 
department, Secretary Lane said jobs 
could be assured 109.000 persons 
within sixty days. Inquiries from 
soldiers indicate thousands of men 
with farm experience would be avail- 
able for cultivation of farms imme- 
diately, he said. while otlters would 
be employed as laborers. 

With the proposed appropriation, 
the committee was told. at least 25,- 
000 farms in forty states could be 
made ready for permanent occupancy 
by the men who helped clear them. 

A delegation representing four- 
teen states called at the white 
house late today to urge prompt fa- 
vorable action on the bill designed 
to assist in settling soldiers, sail- 
ors and marines on reclaimed land. 
President Wilson was out for a 
drive with Mrs. Wilson, but the vis- 
itors saw Secretary Tumulty, who 
assured them the president was 
eager to see the bill passed and 
was doing what he could to impress 
his point of view on members of 
congress. The states represented in 
the delegation were: Michigan, Min- 
nesota, Wisconsin, West Virginia, 
Texas, Oklahoma, Arkansas, South 
Carolina. North Carolina, Tennes- 
see, Florida, Mississippi, Louisiana 
and Alabama. ° 


AERIAL LEGISLATION 


FAVORED BY WILSON. 


Washington, February 26.—Presi- 
dent Wilson, in submitting to the 
house tonight recommendations of 
the national advisory committee for 
aeronautics for legislation placing 
the ensing. and regulation of aer- 
ial igation in charge of the de- 
partment of commerce, ceclared he 
“fully approved the sugetsted leg- 
islation.” Secretaries Baker, Dan- 
iels and Redfield also have _ en- 
dorsed the proposal. 

The legislation would give the 
department of ecommerce authority 
to issue licenses for civilian opera- 
tion of aircraft and provide an ap- 
propriation of $25,000 for the. nec- 
essary expenses. A letter from C. 
D. Walcott, chairman of the ex- 
ecutive committee said the legisla- 
tion showld be passed at the pres- 
ent se®sion. Mr. Walcott pointing 
out the absence of any federal au- 
thority for establishing rules and 
regulations governing civilian op- 
eration, said if the war department 
sold its surplus machines many am- 
ateurs would attempt flying with 
many accidents resulting. Opera- 
tion .of “unlicensed and irrespon- 
ble aircraft,” he added, would cause 
probable complications from smug- 
gling from Mexico and Canada. 


TEACHING OF THRIFT 
URGED IN SCHOOLS 


Washington, February 26.—School 
authorities were urged today by 
Secretary Glass to teach thrift to 
children this year in connection 
with the war savings campaign. In 
a telegram to the National Educa- 
tional association, meeting in Chi- 
cago, Mr. Glass said: 

“The teachers of he country by 
their daily contact with the chil- 
dren can do much to influence them 
in teaching gé6od citizenship and 
thrift. It is therefore my earnest 
request in behalf of the treasury 
department that the school authori- 
ties throughout the country incor- 
porate the teaching of thrift in the 
school curriculum for 1919.” 


NORTH DAKOTA TO TRY 
SOCIALISTIC SCHEMES 


Bismarck, N. D., February 26.— 
Legislation sponsored by the non- 
partisan league providing for state- 
owned industrial-enterprises became 
operative in North Dakota today, 
Governor Frazier having signed a 
group of bills which furnish the 
means to carry out this _poticy. 
Among provisions of the bills are: 
For an industrial commission for 
control and operations of industries; 
establishment of a state bank wit h 
which to finance industries; home 
builders’ act by which the state will 
engare in construction of homes for 
residents on a building and loan 
association basis; and three bonding 
bills with which to carry’ out the 
industrial program.

IN PERSHING’S ARMY 


Washington, Febfuary 26.—Iliness 
among the American expeditionary 
forces showed considerable increase 
during the week ending February 6. 
There were 132 new cases of ty- 
phoid fever, setting a new high rate 
for this disease. 

The statistical review made pub- 
lic today gave the total number of 
sick reported on February 6 as Hg 
069, of hom 59,325 were be 
treated for disease and the rema “wd 
der for injuries.
